TAXES DWINDLED 
. Canton, Yesterday. 

In oun interview to-day with Mr, 
Chow Mateeher, the managing direc- 
tor of the Central Bank, our correspon- 
dent was informed that as previously 
explained the total note issue of the 
bank is $21,000,000 against which the 
Bank has in its vaults) and at the 
Vovernment Mint $15,000,000 reserve. 
Of the banknotes, $1,100,000 bear the 
Chinese signatures of Chow Man-chor 
—these are new notes; $13,000,000 are 
now in circulation, and six to seven 
million dollars are sealed up in the 
possession of the merchants. At pre- 
sent, according to the recent notice 
issued by the Bank, only notes with 
Chow Man-chor’s- signatures can be 
exchanged for coins. Asked when the 
old notes will be redeemed, Mr. Chow 
replied that redemption will take place 
in two weeks. He further remarked 
that the sus;ension of the exchange 
of the old notes is a temporary mea- 
sure to allow the disturbed state of the 
market tv ease off. 

Help For Kwangsi 

Our correspondent also enquired as 
to the state af finances in Kwangsi. 
Mr. Chow said that Kwangsi finances 
are in a deplorable state. The Kwang- 
si notes have depreciated materially. 
The Kwangsi coins are discounted 20 
per cent. agcinst Kwangtung coins. 
Questioned whether Kwangtung iv fin- 
uncially supvorting Kwangsi, Mr. 
Chow replied in the negative, but said 
that the National Government remita 
through the Central Bank a sum of 
#600,000 u month to Kwangsi. This, 
together with the provincial taxes 
which hyve dwindled down of late, is 
all the revenue that is going to the 
Kwangsi Government.—Carton News 
Agency.

CONFUSING PRACTICE 


So long as the law of banking deals 
in such subtleties na seem to the 
plain business man to partake al- 
most of the nature of mysticism, 
gays the “Financial Times,” 80 Jong, 
it may be supposed, must each gen- 
eration learn by practical experience 
what can be done with a crossed 
cheque, and reconcile it as best it 
may with, what may he termed the 
face-value theory of the subject. 
Everyone knows that a crosaed 
cheque can only be turned into cash 
through the medium of a banking 
account; in other words, that it can- 
pot be cnshed over the counter of 
the bank upon which it is drawn as 
an uncrossed cheque can,b . _ At is 
when we come to those conventional 
legends which form part of the 
crossing and are intended to give Ht 
a special and restricted character 
that we come to a region where plain 
common-sense values conflict acutely 
with a legal atmosphere — of almoat 
sure mystery so far as the average 
ayman's understanding is concerned, 
There we find, indeed, support for 
the old jibe that that the law Ix kept 
in pa condition to make cases and to 
leave the settlement of disputes as 
great a gumble as jx to be found in 
any business affairs.

seems to be fom any helpful answer 
to the simple questfon—What is the 
effect of crossing a cheque with the 
words “Not negotiable?” 
Not Negotiable 

It is luid down by high authority 
that negotiability is the quality of 
being transferable free from defects 
in the title of the tranaferer. To 
put this mysterious matter in an- 
other way, a negotiable cheque is a 
cheque which, when transferred by 
delivery or by endorsement and deli- 
very, passes to the transferee a good 
title to payment irrespective of the 
title of the transferer, provided that 
he was a holder in due course, It 
therefore follows that as we leave the 
realm of legal theory and approach 
that of business practice, the first 
question that arises is—under what 
circumstances would a person receiv- 
ing from the original payee a cheque 
crossed “Not negotiable” require to 
have a better title in it than had 
the party from whom he receives it? 
The business man, rece‘ving such 
cheques habitually endorsed in the 
course of business, will reply blunt- 
ly: “Under no circumstances.” With 
his knowledge, of practice, it is not 
cay even to arouse hia interest in 
the theoretical side of the matter. 
Cheques with this special crossing

REGULATION WAGES 


Principle of Mass 
' Bargaining 
ADJUSTING PRICES 


Professor Henry Clay's address 
delivered on August 2 before the 
Economic Science and Statistica sec- 
tion of the annual jamboree of the Bri- 
lish Association at Johannesburg, will 
be read with decp interest by all to 
whom the question of wage regulation 
is something more than of purely aca- 
demic importance. Within the past 
twenty yenrr, says the “Financial 
Times,” there have been great changes 
in the method of wage negotiations. 
Ta 1910 there vere only 2,400,000 work- 
people in Great Britain who functioned 
under conditions regulated by collective 
agreements, whereas there ore now 
nearly four times that number, Collec- 
tive bargaining has become an estab 
hehed principle of modern industrial 
development, and apparently little is 
Hkely to happen to disturb the econo- 
mic structure in this or any other 
highly civilised aud efficiently organised 
community. The days of individual 
negotiatigns between employer and em- 
piayee have passed, and the time of 
mass consultation on guestions of 
wages between groups of employcrs and 
employed has arrived, The change, 
It can hardiy be doubted, is one for the 
better, so far as it simplifies the ad- 
justment of wages to the conditions 
prevailing in the particular industry 
affected. It is easier for employers as 
o boty to negotiate with employees, 
also as a body, than for individual em- 
ployers to come to agreements with 
unorganised workers whose services 
they desire to enlist. In an oge of 
mass production a system of negotia- 
tion en masse has become essential and 
inevitable, 

Grave Defects 

Always assuming that collective bar- 
gaining is more efficient in the long 
run, we can hardly escape the conelu- 
sion that as at present practised the 
systen is fraught with somewhat 
grave defects. What is one man’s 
meat is often another man’s poison, 
and wage adjustments in one indua- 
try may adversely affect conditions in 
another. Thus, te select a simple ex- 
ample, a rise in the wages of coal 
miners, arf consequently in the price 
of fuel, affects the coat of production 
in nearly all industries, and may be 
sufficient to extinguish the margin of 
profit previously obtainable, The re- 
sult is too frequently to increase un- 
employment in the industry whose 
prosperity depends upun cheap fuel. 
In the ectton industry the same thing 
is happening. Higher wages for spin- 
nners mean the obliteration of profits 
which the weaving branch of the indus- 
try was formerly abic to secure. Gen- 
erally speaking, higher wages make it 
increasingly difficult for an industry 
to employ all the work-people seeking 
work. If the employer is to obtain an 
adequate return on the money invested 
in his business—-and that, after all, 
fs the main object of commercial en- 
terprise—he must adjust his prices to 
the rates he is edMpelled to pay for 
labour, The result is too often te place 
him in a position in which he cannot 
effectively conipete with foreign com- 
petitors enjoying all the advatages of 
cheaper labour and lighter taxation. 

Professor Clay's Suggestion 
_ To quote Professor Clay, “wage fix- 
ing authorities acting independently of 
one another and disregarding the gen- 
eral economic situation are maintain- 
ing wage rates at a level at which 
existing industries cannot provide full 
employment.” The outlet for labour 
in pre-War days in industries in which 
wages wer not controlled no. longer 
exist, while in insured trades, cover- 
ing practically three-quarters of wage- 
earning employment, the expansion in 
the demand for labour has not been 
sufficient to apsorb the diminished in- 
crease in the population seeking em- 
ploymem. The defect of the present 
machinery lies in its sectional charac- 
ter. Wages are not considered os a 
whole, and no one is charged with the 
duty of securing their accurate adjust- 
ment to conditions in industry in gen- 
eral. Professur Clay sugyests some 
device for sceuring that negotiators in 
each trade herve regard to the effect 
of their recommendations on other 
trades and for compelling them to con- 
template the needs’ of industry as a 
whole. He dees not tell us how this 
objective may be attained or how an 
aiteration of wages rates may be 80 
effected as to inflict a minimum of 


hardship and ensure a maximum of 
benefit for the dependent industries 
concerned. But his suggestion that 
public regulation of wages should ba 
placed under the supervision of some 
‘central authority capable of survey~- 
ing industrial conditions as 8 whole is 
a valuable one and deserves the very 
careful consideration of the depart- 
ments nominally, if not actually, re- 
sponsible for trade expansion at home 
and overseas.

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Health Problems in Hong Kong 


S atone by stone the mason builds the temple, the idic onlooker, 
in his thoughtlessness, may pity him for the monotony of his 
task. Each stone differs but little from its neighbour ; laboriously 
fashioned, it is laboriously lifted, and meticulously placed. The 
work is slow; culmination is measurably far ahead. The onlooker 
lacks knowledge.and vision; the master maspn has no such lack: 
To him each stone is a thing of beauty and of value; each has its 
appropriate function to the final structure that he can envisage. 
Full well he knows and appreciates that in other parts of the vast 
Luilding other craftsmen are busy, each labouring faithfully for the 
great architect .a whom they have implicit trust that he will, at his 
appointed time, correlate their labours and cause them to fructify. 
This is a parable true to life. We are now building the 
temple of knowledge in which are contained some wonderful rooms, 
surrounding that miraculous central hall of life. The names of 
these rooms are health, wealth, power, and hapoiness. Surrounding 
this great temple of knowledge is the wall of longevity, and the 
golden gates are called opportunaty. The great door of the temple is 
called hope, and the key which opens that door js the key of insight. 
The first room we come to'when we stand in the hail of life and 
glance around, is the all important room ot health. Let*us..look 
tuto this wonderful room, which has treasures visible and invisible, 
to beheld. : 

The modern hedonistic doctrine subordinates everything to 
the pursuit of happiness, and this may or may not be the true philo- 
sophy of life. However, most people will agree that health is a 
contributary factor to what is commonly supposed to be happiness, 
and in this we also find the tingle of wealth. - The rooms of this 
temple have therefore doors which intercommunicate, and it is well 
‘that we make ourselves familiar with them, but we must emember 
that we must first enter this temple, and there is only one way, and 
that is first through the gates of opportunity, and then possessing 
the key of insight, we can then oven the door te the temple itself, 
the door of hope. - 

The hall could be no hall unless there were around it the rooms 
which interest us so much: the lesson we must learn first is that if 
we would have long life, we must possess the factors which make 
it, namely health, without which wealth is not probable, and with- 
out this happiness is handicapped, and power is negligible. Money 
talks, power prevails, happiness fluctuates, but health is the founda- 
| tion of all. these things. 
Some of the treasures 


found in this first room of health remind 
us of the triumph of preventive medicine. To many, preventive 
medicine in the tropics spells Panama. In a sense this is right and 
proper, for the magnitude of the task undertaken by our brother 
ly paralleled by the thoroughness of their methods 
and the success which crowned their efforts. It is well, however, 
to remember that the work in Panama cannot be taken as a measure 
of what it is practicable to achieve elsewhere.

Though China has. in many sporting 
spheres in her own land, very often 
outplayed the foreign sportsmen, it 
still remains for her to become even 
more elficient to be able to meet the 
srorld’s best. with an even chance of 
success. Perhaps, bearing in mind the 
rapid Strides being made and efficiency 
displayed, she may at no distant date 
vanquish then in Boeme games and 
events. With proper coaching and 
strict adherence to training rules, 
China is bound to go far.

DANGER OF TOE-STRAPS 


In these days when motor traffic 
frequently necessitates sudden dis- 
mounts the use of toe-straps is a 
greater danger than ever. Even on 
the track no one favoured them. A 
pair of stout clastic bands would 
keep the feet firmly to the pedals 
On the road the good rat-trap 
pedals will not give one all 
the grip that is needed. Lea- 
ther bands on the soles make 
walking unpleasant-—and one does 
walk occasionally. With rat-trap 
pedals one soon works tiny holes 
from the teeth and these have tha 
double advantage of always giving 
one the same grip. A good 
deal of the complaint about the 
feet slipping on the pedals is due 
to insufficient “ankling.”

A GARDEN CITY 


“ A Town For The Motor 
Age ” 


A few weeks ago the firat in- 
habitants moved into the new model 
town of Radburn, & short distance 
away from New York City, across 
the Hudson River, in the State of 
New Jersey. Radburn is the 
nearest approach to Letchworth 
and Welwyn that has been seen in 
America, and is @ semi-philanthro- 
pic enterprise, the investors who 
have made it possible having limit- 
ed their profits to 6 per cent. 
When it is completted it will be 
a community of 25.000 or 30,000 
persons, many of whom will find 
employment in factories in or near 
Rudburn itself, while others will be 
geason-ticket holders travelling 
daily to larger communities near 
by. 

Radburn is called “A Town for 
the Motor Age,” and is 80 designed 
that no pedestrian needs to cross 
a highway traversed by motor-cars 
in the course of his ordinary 
journeyings about the city. A 
typical section of the town is an 
area a fifth of a mile long, and two- 
thirds aa wide, down the centre of 
which, for about two-thirds of the 
distance, goes a closed-end motor 
street. On either aide of this are 
houses set in rows at right angles 
to the street. These rows are 80 
arranged that between each two of 
them there is a motor driveway, 
giving access to the individual 
garages. On the other side of each 
row there is a garden path leading 
away from the main motor highway 
toward an extensive parked area, 
with pedestrian walks several milea 
in length. In the words of the 
official description :-— 

ach house has two fronts, a 
motor entrance and a garden en- 
trance. Friends arriving by 
automobile, as wel] as the green- 
grocer, the milkinan, the coalman, 
ali who drive, go to the motor 
or service entrance by way of 
the short, closed-end atreets 
around which the houses are 
grouped. An entrance on the 
other side of the house opens on 
the garden, at the end of which 
ia a path for those coming on 
foot. This path connects with 
the footway system in the park, 
while the motorways or closed- 
end streets connect with wide 
traffic avenues. ‘A number of 
these closed-end streets, with the 
houses grouped around them, 
make up a block many times the 
size of the ordinary city block, 
with trafle .avenues as its 
boundaries and the long park 
strip in the centre. "In the blocks 
now being built the parks are to 
be joined by an under-pass where 
they are crossed by the traffic

By fiercely engaging the clutch 
for rapid acceleration a slip of 16 per 
cent. was obtained. In a similar “get- 
away,” measuring the slip on the first 
88 yards only, it amounted to the very 
high figure of 48 per cent. If the slip 
be doubled, four times the amount of 
tread rubber will be worn away. 

It is of interest to note how the wear 
of tyres varies according to the season 
of the year, partly due to the tempera- 
ture and partly’ due to the wetness or 
dryness, For instance, the rate of wear 
of a large quantity of tyres in July 
of three successive years was 9/10 
m/m per thousand miles, while in 
January of the corresponding years, it 
was only 6/10 m/m per thousand 
miles.

T.A—-I have a 1918 Harley- 
Davidson motor cycle, mag- 
neto model, and would like 
you to help me out of a 
Httle problem I have with it, In 
order to effect some repairs I had 
to take the crankcase to pieces, and 
in reassembling 1 was unable to 
locate the correct position of the 
small cog at the bottom of the train. 
Can you tell me the correct position 
of this cog, and what its function 
is? 

The cog controls the oiling 
system of the machine, and it is 
very important that it should be 
meshed correctly. The balance of 
the timing train as shown jn your 
aketch is correct. To set the smail~ 
cog, turn the engine over until the 
marks on the other ‘timing gears 
aro all fn line, as per your diagram. 
Looking down on to the ctankcase, 
4 bronze bushing, carrying’ the 
amall pinion, will be noticed, and 
on it a mark like an invorted “U". 
The pinion should bo meshed’ so 

' that the mark on it ia alongaide and 
in line with the mark on the.bush- 
ng.

j late the trouble has been prevalent. 


Frankly, we cannot understand 
just how a gear can slip from high 
straight into low. The speeds of 
the two geara are so very far apart 
that very few drivers could effect 
the change without noise. In fact, 
at ordinary driving speeds it would 
be almost impossible to make the 
change. It is just possible, how- 
ever, that the lever slips into the 
neutral position and the revving of 
the engine has led you to believe 
that the gear has changed to the 
low position. If this'is the case, 
there are several possibilities which 
may be causing the trouble. First 
of all, the selector rod may be bent 
or notched in such a way that the 
top gear cannot mesh fully; the’ 
selector spring (which holds the 
small ball in the selector rod notch) 
may be weak. If either of these 
conditions obtain the gear will tend 
to slip into the neutral position at 
the lightest provocation. _ The 
strain of the constant slipping -wlll 
probably have worn: the’ teath of 
the gears to @ taper, ‘which would 
account for the gears slipping more 
of late. To check, for the ‘above 
conditions, romove the top.of the 
wear box and note the condition of 
the gonrs. “‘Thoy will be marked to 
the degree of mesh, and the taper, 
{f any, will show with’ a, ronsonable 
dogree of cloarnoss, If the: mosh 
dosa not seom to bo.rlght, Inspect 
the gelector, god and the spring.

PRESIDENT EIGHT 


One-Fourth of World 
Records 


Studebnker’s famous President 
Eight to-day holds one-fourth of alt 
official world records, in addition to 
holding more international and world 
records combined than any other make 
of stock automobile, according to Mr. 
H. S. Welch, President of the Stude- 
baker Pierce-Arrow Export Corpora- 
tion. 

“Proof of this. statement may be 
found in the tabulation of official re- 
cords in the April 15 issue of Revue 
Internationale de l'Automobile, official 
organ of the International Automobile 
Association of Recognised Automobile 
Clubs (Paris), by which authority al} 
official ‘vorld and international reeords 
muat be confirmed,” he said. : 

“Since this issuc.of the publication, 
twa new world records have supplant 
ed the old ones, but these in no way 
affect the status of the President.’ The 
naw records are those established by 
Major H. 0. D. Segrave when he drove 
his “Golden Arrow” to new kilometre 

» records at Daytona Bench. 

“The listing of official records reveals 
much interesting data. When a fully- 
equipped, officially certified stock Pre- 
sident Roadster flashed 30,000 miles in 
26.826 consecutive minutes at an sver- 
age speed of 68.37 miles per hour for 
the entire distance on the Atlantic City 
Speedway last year, it established the 
greatest mark for endurance and speed 
in all automobile history. 

“Four Presidents shared in this out- 
standing fuat. Each covered the 30,000 
miles in less than that number of 
minutes. The President’s feat, quot- 
ing the report of the LA.R.A.C., was 
the greatest reeard “for any class of 
var for all time.” 

“Only three other standard makes of 
automobiles have a share in the world 
records, the report shows. Faets con- 
cerning them reflect additional credit 
on the President. 

“One of the three is a Panhard, a 
French make Panhard in credited 
with holding the 50-mile world record 
The car which established this mark, it 
ix reported, was specially rebuilt for 
the purpose, light moving parta being 
fitted, special carburettor and other im- 
portant featnres, 

“The Bentley car, holding the 200 
kilometre and 200 mile records, was a 
standard chassis, the current list price 
of which in England, where it is manu- 
factured, is almost three times that of 
the President Roadster! The body is 
extra. The AC car, also of English 
make, with which Mr, and Mrs. Bruce 
hold the 4,000 mile, 6,000 mile, 10,000 
kilometre, and [6,000 kilometre records, 
was a standard chassis, listing at ap- 
proximately the same price as the Pre- 
sident Roadster complete with body. 
This car was fitted with a special 
streamline body, however, when it cap- 
tured its records. 

“AN remaining world records have 
been set by specially built racing cars, 
some costing tremendous sums and 
built especially to maintain excessive 
speeds over comparatively short dis- 
tances. 

“All these significant facts when 
iaken into account, make the Pre- 
sident's feat a really memorable one, 
especially when it is remembered that 
the cars which won the record were 
strictly stock models, exactly like those 
suld by Studebaker dealers all over 
the world,” he concluded. 

“Studebaker is justly proud of the 
world beating achievement of its Pre- 
sident. for by this feat, Studebaker won 
11 world, 28 international and 115 
official American stock ear records. Its 
world records are as follows:—10,000 
miles at 68.81 m.p.h.; 16,000 miles at 
64.59 m.p.h.; 20,000 miles at 68.54

GASOLINE COSTS 


Owners Report Unusual 
Economies 


More scientific engineering of motor 
and carburettor has made possible for 
thousands of owners sensational sav- 
ing of gasoline and other economies in 
the operation of the Superior Whippet 
fours and sixes, according to reports 
received by Willys-Overland dealers. 

It has been found for example, that 
the increase of the compression ratio in 
the motor hes succeeded not only in 
neutralising the added weight of the 
car and the increased tyre dimensions, 
but has a marked effect on gasoline 
economy. Owners who actually have 
attempted to accurately check their 
gasoline consumption with the six 
‘cylinder models found that they were 
able to obtain economies in excess of 
20 miles to the gallon of gasoline. In 
fact, the average economy of a 4,000 
mile trip, mountains, detours and rough 
roads, was in exceas of 18 miles to the 
gallon, carrying in this case a full five- 
passenger lond, Gasoline miloage ob- 
tained with the four cylindered models 
was, of course, even more phenomenal.

DRI VING LICENCES 


Reform ‘of Law 
Overdue 


At present anybody over 14 years 
of age can obtain a licence to drive 
a motor-cycle by completing a form 
and paying 5s. ‘The same formal- 
{ties entitie anybody over 17 years 
of age to drive a car. It is com- 
mon knowledge that a reform of 
motor legisiation is long overdue, 
and that tne new Government pro- 
poses to undertake the task at 
the earliest. opportunity. Mean- 
while the Royal Commission ap- 
pointed in August, 1928, to deal 
with the whole subject, has just 
issued its recommendations, and 
two of its conclusions are exciting 
fierce criticism in many quarters. 
For it definitely discountenances 
any form of driving test as a con- 
dition for holding a licence; and 
its suggestions with regard to me- 
dica}] tests, though vague, are con- 
sidered by many people to err on 
the timid side. The Commission 
recommends that every applicant 
for a licence should be compelled 
to sign a personal certificate of his 
physical fitness, and makes rather 
cloudy proposals for enforcing a 
medical examination in certain 
cases. 

For Overseas 

Every driver proceeding over- 
seas with his car has to pass a 
driving examination in order to 
obtain a pass which makes him 
tree of the Continental roads. No 
statistics are published about 
these tests, lo which several thou- 
sand licensed British drivers sub- 
mit themselves annually (they are 
carried out by clerks in the employ 
of the A.A. and R.A.C.). Two of 
the examiners have told me their 
personal experience, which ie that 
between them they have rejected 
vne man and no women over a long 
term of years; the man passed his 
test successfully twenty-four hours 
after his failure. This might mean 
that only expert dtivers proceed 
overseas (though, such is not the 
fact). It probably means that a 
very brief experience, such as 
every new driver obtains by a 
series of driving lessons, fits a man 
tov cope with the ordinary routine 
problems of a driving test. But 
no standardised road test of a prac- 
ticable character is likely to 
prove whether a man will act cool- 
ly and promptly and wisely in an 
acute road emergency. I once saw 
one of the best women drivers I 
know throw up her hands and 
scream, letting go of the wheel, 
when u cyclist lost his head four 
yards from her bonnet. The pro- 
per answer to the proposed driving 
dest is that every novice automa- 
tically undergoes a far more seri- 
ous test already, either by paying 
the agent who supplies his car, to 
teach him the art of driving, or 
by studying under the aegis of 
some experienced friend. 

Medical Tests 

The clamour for medical tests is 
far more plausible. It is prob- 
uble, even perhaps certain, that 
licences are now held by a few 
people whose sight and hearing are 
below any acceptable canons. It 
is even possible that a few licensed 
drivers suffer from some heart or 
other functional trouble which com- 
pletely unfits them for the road. 
But the only common disqualifica- 
tions for driving are more subtle, 
and form matter for test by psy- 
chologists rather than by the gen- 
eral practitioner, who alone can be 


put in charge of such tests without 
vast expense and an_ absurd 
dislocation of existing medica! ser- 
vices. The worst disqualifications 
are psychological. The outstanding 
factor in the make-up of a good 
driver is a lightning reaction. If 
a child darts out of an alley, or a 
motor bus skids ahead of him, or 
some driver committs a betise, or 
one.of his wheels comes off, or his 
brakes fail, or any of a hundred 
other road emergencies develops in 
a split second, the good driver an- 
tomatically does the correct thing 
instantly. The bad driver suffers 
from _a time lag in any case, and 
as often as not, takes the wrong 
action when his time lag has ex- 
pired. How is a general practi- 
tioner going to sort out 
the time lag factor, especially when 
(as must occur in the first year of 
such a system) he has to shuffle 
his way through hundreds of ap- 
plicants in a very short time. The 
problem confronting. the exa- 
miner will be simflar in charaoc- 
ter to the task of the specialists 
who classify: R.A.F. pilots, but it 
will be far more acute in intensity. 
These specialists work under easy 
and simple terms of reference. 
They are given material of the high- 
,ast class, from which they have to 
sift the absolute cream, The exa- 
miner for” 4. motor driving 
licence must probably be a doctor 
of far-poorer qualifications, He 
would bo given a ‘mixed mass 
of, human material to ~ sift, 
varying from the very hext_to the 
worst, Unless’ he commits cruel 
injustices, oftun’ affecting: a man's 
entire envedr (na-with ‘transport 
workers, ‘for example), it: will. be 
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public dangers, which I seriously 
question. He could not be allow- 
ed to discriminate other than by 
saying, “Fit to drive” or “Unfit to” 
drive’; whereas we all know that 
many people who are safe at the 
wheel of a Trojan van would be 
perilous at the helm of a Bentley. 
He could not be allowed to say, 
“This man is safe provided he 
signs the pledge,” whereas many 
men who are good drivers when 
sober, are untrustworthy after two 
beers or a whisky ang soda; whilst 
other men—of the nervous sort— 
after a similar amount of alcoho- 
lic stimulant become both better 
and safer drivers. Would he, in 
any case, have the time to make, or 
the ability to apply, any of the 
scientific tests which enable the 
R.A.F. examiners to decide with 
approximate certainty that a man 
is, or is not, mentally and tempera- 
mentally suited to facing emer- 
gencies which occur at high 
speeds? = 

The only alternative which ap- 
pears technically sound is that the 
tests should approximate in some 
simplified version to those imposed 
by the R.A.F. If this compara- 
tively logical procedure were 
adopted, we should have to 
extract in the first year 
an enormous staff of highly- 
paid specialists from jobs which 
are more valuable; we should have 
to face the high cost of suchan ex- 
traction; and put up withthe delay 
involved in testing the two million 
applicants. In the second year 


rthe licence-holders who had been 


graded Al a year before, would be 
put through quickly; and the time 
required for testing the first-time 
applicants would be. comparatively 
brief. We could return our spect- 
alists to their normal duties. 
Would the game be worth the can- 
dle?—R. E. Davidson in the “New
